Montana. 


A recent article ill the Springfield RapuMican 


gives some (acts and n^urej about this young 
and promising Terrilory. To get to Montana 
there are several routes in the traveler's choice : 
Oneacioss the plains by way of Laramic; one 
by way of Urcat Salt Lake City ; one up the Co- 
lumbia i h-er and across the mountains, and lastly 
the Missouri river route, which Is naturally the 
favorite. The mines are, of course, the chiel at- 
traction. There is but little quartz mining as 
yet, and probably will not be until the placers 
give signs of exhaustion. " The gross products 
of gold for the season have been great -, n few 
have made generous fortunes, and many have 
done fairly. The hick, like the gold, lies lu 
streaks • while many miners have labored in 
sun and sand all summer, and made scarcely day 
wages, two men took out a ton of gold, and 
from one bar in Confederate Guleh, fifteen hun- 
dred feet by three hundred ; one which three 
companies worked during the summer, a million 
and a half of gold was taken. This Confederate 
(iiileh is regarded as holding tho richest gold 
deposits on the continent. 
j . The total product of tho Territory tills year Is 
estimated by the miners at twenty-live millions 
of dollars, "which," the Republican adds, "is 
probably too high." Apart from its mineral*, 
tliu Terrilory possesses many cxlrcmely fertile 
valleys, and, it is asserted, flue facilities for graz- 
ing. Gallallu Valley produced llils season silly 
Ihousand bushels of wheat. The Terrilory is 
also fortunate In the passeselnn of one lrl-»eekly 
paiicr, as large as the New Yoik morning papeis, 
and three weeklies, of a telegraph, i> dally sluge 
line to Salt Lake Citv, and of a new Governor, 
Green Clay Smith, of Kentucky. Thu popula-

to effect; aud see. lo it, oil, parent, that your 
offspring Is well taught.
